A NEAT COSTUME.

Out of n number of cestumes shown by
special favor before the formal openings the
following are selocted: —Potticoat of heavy,
soft, lustrons silk, ornamented with a bias
mffe of black velvet, an sighth deep. Two
rows of heavy gimp formed the heading,
Long, upright bows of silk were placed at
ghort intervals on the skirt, the whole sur-
mounted by two more rows of gimp. The
overdress, a marvel of deapery, had the effect
of a butlterfly with wings extended. Trian-
gular pieces of black silk, filled with whale-
bones, supported the panier, and kept it in
position. The garniture of the ¢asagne was a
deep fall of Chantilly lace. with a finish of
passtmenterie in crocheted fern leaves. Tight
fitting cont sleeves, with a double fall of lace;
velvet belt and bow. The drapery of the
bodice was formed by a plaited band of vel-
vet, edged with lace and passementerie,
that crossed the front and fell straight from
the left shoulder at the back. The peculiarity
of the costume was the dissimilarity in the
looping, the right side forming a half circle,
and the left falling in a sharp-pointed pep-

The petticoat of another striking dress, of
superh black silk, had a straight floance, a
aquarter of a yard in depth, laid in double
box-plaits, with spaces the same width be-
tween, DBands of bins black wvelvet, two
inches wide, extending from midway of the
flonnce to the knee, wers ornamented at the
upper end with loaves, in passementerie and
cut jet beads, and at the lower ends with
crescents of the same, and a heavy edge silk
fringe. 'The overdress, very long behind,
was elaborately trimmed with laces. On the
back of the garment was a wattean of velvet,
moderate in size, but profusely trimmed with
full frills of the lace. with a narrower upright
lace for hending. Cont slcoves to the elbow,
widening thence into a Lult Howing sleave.

A street dress of olive silk was shown,
made with & bins flonuce of the same, {hree-
quarters deep, extending only to the side-
seams, the upright ruil'e beirg lined with
velvet the shade of the silk., Five bias bands
of the silk, with narrow folls of velvel on
the npper side, crossed the front breadth in
horizontal lines, the ends being concealed by
revers of velvet the depth of the flounces.
The overdkirt was a short poplin of the silk,
edged with a narrow fold of velvet, and Inid
in triple box-plaits in the back,
collar of the same, gnile deep behind, but
diminishing sbraptly to the shoulder seawms,
was laid in triple plaits, a8 was also the sash.

A dress composed of diftorant shades of the
sameo color is of Manilla silk, with a pinked
flounce, two fingers desp, on the lower edpges;

Over-zarments of navy
blue, purple plum, and Gottle-green cloths,
of exquirte fineness, ornamented with nar-
row bunds of Alaske suble, will be mneh worn
over pétticonts of black popliu or beavy silk,

tound waists will be slmiost entively supar-
seded by points and busgne ends.  "The waist
of a dress recently sent over by Worth has
long, sharp points in frout, and a postilion
basque at the back. A frature of all the
dresses from the best French houszes is the
number of seaws (four or five) in the back of
the bodice. Velvet will be more profusely
nsed than ever., Yelvel bands, cords and
folds form a conapicuous part in most styles
of garniture. The result of this extraordi-
nary favoritism has Leen to enhance the value
of the article, threstening to make it the most
costly ns well s fashiouable eaprice as the
gseason advances, A few roftles and flonnees
appear on the new dvesssx; but the majority
of the trinimings are flut—au reform made in-
perative by the rumpling 2vd erensing inevi-
tably caused by packing—dresses suvinetimes,
on opening, having much the appearance of
seécond-hand clothing.

Carlo Doneparte and Letilia 1awmolini were
Lis parents, They bad loved and been be-
trothed when she was only fourtesn yoears of
sge, but their families were active political
sutagonists, and the marriage was deferrad
for about two yenrs, when the Paoli party, to
wkich Carlo belonged, became absolute mas-
strife ceased.
They were wedded in 1776 by Lhe archbishop,

and received the blessing of her parents at |

the nuptials.

Count Marbeeuf, the congueror, was wade
Governor of Corsiea, and Carlo Donaparte
and bis family were the highest on the list of
personal friends. Ten years after that con-
quest the Corsican nobles sent Carlo to Paris

titia in charge of their growing family, he |

took Joseph and Napoleon with hiw,

Tley crossed the sea to Leghorn, and jour-
veyed to Florence, where Carlo received from
the Grand Duke Leopold a letter to his sis-
ter, Marie Antoinette, the Queen of France,
She made Carlo a welcome gnest at Ver-

suilles, when Napoleon, then ten years old, |

first looked upon that gorgeous palace of |

which he was afterward the master. Carlo
left Joseph in a school at Autun, and through
the influence of Governor Marboeuf he was

allowed to place Napoleon in the military |

scademy at Brienne, where the afterward
eminent Pichegru was one of his io-
structors,

Six years later a heavy weight of misfor-
tane fell upon Letitia, Carlo was attacked
by the discase which terminated the life of
bis most illustrious son at St, Helena thirty-
gix years afterwards. IHe went alone to
Montpelier in France for advice and reme-
dies, and there he died, in 1785, under the
bospitable roof of a girlhood compauion of
Leftitin, the mother of the celebrated Marshal
Junot,

When Carlo died, Letitia was not thirty-
five years of age, aud had been the mother of
thirteem children, Five sons and three
deughters were yet living—a race of monarchs

' who oceupied thrones and lost them during

one of the most wonderful historical dramas,

enacied in the space of ten years, the world |

Lins ever known, She saw them rise and fall
while her tresses were yet dark, and the
beauty of ber youth yet bloomed on her
cheeks and sparkled in her eyes., Her
gons were Guiseppe, or Joseph, who
was made King of L‘apleu in 1504, and of
Spein in 180%; Napoleon, who made himself
Ewperor of the French and disposer of
thropes in 1805: Luciana, or Lucien, who
alone refused a crown, but accepred a prinei-
pality, with its title, from the Pope, in 1805,
[ uigi, or Louis, made King of Holland in
1506, and refused the crown of Spain in 1309,
and Girolame, or Jerowe, who was made
King of Westphalin in 1507, when that pro-
vinee was erected into a kingdom. 'The
duvghters were Mavia Apna Eliza, who was
created sovervign of ‘I'nacany, with the
title of Grand Dochess, in 1894; Carlotta,
sfterwnrd Maria Paulive, who, as wile of
I'rirco Borghese, became the wost illustrions
Ltglisn princess of her time; and Caroline
AMiria Avpunciado, the wife of Morat, sho
becane Queen of Naples in 1508, The young
